Also Urges Action Against 


Tax Dodgers in Report 


to Congress 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON — Reduction of 


the maximum income surtax rate 
from the present .50 per 
cent to 


not more than 25 per cent and the 
closing up so far as possible of ex- 
isting avenues of escape from fed- 
eral taxes are urged by Secretary 
Mellon in his annual report, trans- 
mitted today to Congress. No gen- 
eral revision of the revenue laws is 
proposed nor are 
additional taxes 


suggested, Mr. Mellon expressing 
the hope of meeting any indicated 
government deficit through collec- 
tion of back taxes and income iron, 
other sources. 


The Secretary informs Congress 


that to attempt alone to stop the 
gaps through which there is avoid- 
ance o£ tax payments to the. gov- 
ernment will not be enough 
be- 


cause the existing rates of surtax 
'put such heavy pressure on 
the 


larger taxpayers 
to reduce their 


taxable 
incomes" that new 
ones 


'would surely be found. 
He adds 


that the high rates "sound produc- 
tive" but that the fact remains tha*; 
they are becoming increasingly in- 
effective anl are "yielding less and 
less revenue each year. 


Then bluntly he tells Congress 


the time has come to "face 
the 


facts squarely" and to correct the 
artificial conditions which now pre- 
vail and which, he asserts, are not 
wholesome from the point of view 
of business or industrial develop- 
ment, and, at the same time, are 
impairing the revenues'of the gov- 
ernment. 


The more important of the meth- 


ods used by the taxpayers - to re- 
duce the amount of income subject 
to taxation are listed by Mr. Mel- 
lon as follpwj:

"Not all of these things can be 


controlled by law or by regulation" 
he continued, "and most of them 
lead to unnatural 
and frequently 


harmful economic resuJts. To reach 
the" 
evil the thing most necessary 


is the reduction -of -the surtax rates 
themselves,' in order to reduce the 
pressure for avoidance and main- 
tain the revenues derived from the 
surtax. 
' 


"Until some such 
readjustment 


is made the 
yield of the 
higher 


surtaxes will tend, in the ordinary 
course of events, to drop toward 
,he vanishing point. 
The 
wise 


course .is to reform 'the surtaxes 
now. 
while the system 
still func- 


jions and at the same time to close, 
so far as possible, the gaps which 
nou' exist. 
On this basis the re- 


vision .can be made without loss of 
revenue, and, in the long run, with 
material benefit to the revenues."

the ranks of the unemployed, then 
the worker must be permitted to 
send capita! into the ranks of the 
unemployed. 
The atttude of the 
strike toward capital is just the 
same as the attitude of the lockout 
toirard labor."

is Reported in Message 


to Congress 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON — -Growth 
of 


United States shipping in foreign 
trade, establishment of 
extensive 


passenger services 
in the North 


Atlantic, the Pacific and to South 
America, and 
stabilization of the 


government's shipping venture on 
a strictly business basis, are point- 
ed to ae the year's outstanding 
achievements in 
the sixth annual 


report of the shipping board. 


Reviewing the 
functions of the 


board since its Inception to carry 
forward the 
nation's tremendous 


efforts to transport food, troops and 
supplies overseas during the war, 
and the various changes in policy 
incident to the armistice, the report 
shows that the 
existing .board's 


functions relate 
not 
only to the 


physical running 
of ships, but 


range over th« entire field of agna- 
tion's ' merchant marine. Labor, port 
facilities, anil commerce .are Ala- 
cussed in detail. 
"

. 


'"Thq board," the report says, "i« 


required not only to aid in the de- 
velopment of ships 
and .shipping 


companies but also to assist in plan- 
ning the improvement and-devel-, 
omehi; of ports and transportation 
facilities in connection with • •water 
commerce."

Altogether the board . lias .had. 


during its career 3,444 ships total- 
ling about 
19,598,000 dead weight 


tons. These 
were 
obtained from 


various sources. Some have been 
sold, and many are now tted up 
idle. The report shows that not- 
withstanding 
depression 
in ship- 


ping1, there were 
at 
the clos* of 


the fiscal year on June .SO, 1922, ap- 
proximately BO',000 men engaged on 
vessels of the American merchant 
marine and- a larger number of 
longshoremen employed in lo'ac'ing 
and unloading. More than 110,000,- 
000 annually has beeri saved in the 
reduction of marine and longshore 
wages of 
shipping board vessels 
alone. Reductions were effected af- 
ter strikes and negotiations ranging 
from 18 to 25 per cent. 


The policy of the board regard- 


ing making wage readjustments,'is 
declared in the report to be based 
wherever possible "upon collective 


bargaining which has resulted .in 
allaying .as far'fa's possible the dis- 
content -and : presentment whieh' 
usually follow wags reductions." 


During the last fiscal year, the 


report says, there were 37,312 ar- 
rivals and departures of vessels en- 
gaged in foreign trade aggregating 
30,231,000 long tons of-.cargo. Of 
this total 62 per 
cent moved in 


American bottoms. In relative ef- 
ficiency indicated • by 
the relation 


of load to deadweight tonnage the 
American 'percentage was 37.9 per 
cent compared with .36.4 per cent 
foreign. While American ships used 
2.62 deadweight tons to move each 
ton of cargo, foreign vessels used 
2.74.

"crcpa are grown not to sell but to 
be use_d for feed," says Mr. Luther. 
"Feeding, therefore, is a question 
for study on the part of the pro- 
gressive dairymen or it is the thing 
that not only means success or fail- 
ure, in the production of milk, but is 


at the bottom of successful cropping 
systems on dairy farms." 


The efficiency of legume hay — 


clover, soybeans or alfaifa—is strik- 
ingly brought in four dairy rations 
which are discussed in the bulletin. 
The difference in feeding value be- 
tween legume hay and timothy hay 
is strikingly presented. 


"It is possible for a farmer who 


has 20 cows to save a money ex- 
pense of 5200 a year by substitut- 
ing clover for timothy," points out 
Mr. Luther.

EN. JOHN.J. PERSHING and Gen. 


Charles G. Uawes launched a dual 


attack against "reds, radicals, pacifists 
and reformers," at a "patriotic" dinner 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce 
held yesterday. 
The Chicago papers

EN, PERSHING and Gen. Dawes are 


now speaking for and spreading 


their own particular propaganda for the 
accomplishment -of a certain purpose. 
Both are typical voices of militarism in 
this country. 
They favor, because they 


belong to that caste, a. huge military es- 
tablishment. 


• Congress recently responded to 
the 


sentiment against militarism by decreas- 
ing the size of the standing army in this 
country. 
This .movement enraged the 


military clique at Washington. Con- 
gress took this action in response to sen- 
timent created by what Pershing and 
Dawes would be pleased to call "reds, 
radicals, pacifists and reformers." 
In or- 


der to restore the size of the army and 
return to the old militaristic idea at 
Washington, Pershing and Dawes are 
now launching a campaign aimed at 
"maintaining the national defense". 


It is quite significant that at the close 


of Pershing's speech, a member of the 
Association of Commerce jumped up with 
a resolution asking that the standing 
army be restored to .150,000. This was 
unanimously passed. Congress decreased 
the size of the'standing army to 125,000. 


It was quite appropriate that Gen. 


Pershing and Gen. Dawes should launch 
;heir attack at a dinner given by the 
;:'hicago Association of Commerce. Big 
business wants a large standing army. A 
iarge standing army is good insurance 
against strikes and enables the exploit- 
ing interests to keep down dissatisfac- 
tion and discontent when the people show 
resentment against continued exploita- 
tion. 
It is also quite significant 
that 


^ershing and Dawes directed their re- 
marks against the very elements in this 
country which they propose to keep 
smothered by a huge military system.

ERSHING and Dawes, like most mili- 


tarists, are stiff-necked reactionar- 


ies. 
Pershing opined that there is too 


much disrespect for .authority in this 
country. Pershing's idea of good citizen- 
ship, of course, would be a citizenship 
that would submit humbly to the rules 
and regulations laid down by a caste of 
militarists in the country. 


Pershing and Dawes are war makers. 


They think in terms of war. 
Brother- 


hood and peace they think of as attri- 
butes of the "pacifists and the radicals". 
The people of the world are sick and tired 
of the conditions that 'have been brought 
on by the war makers. The war makers 
have made a mess of things. 
The ad- 


dresses of Pershing and Dawes may de- 
light the profiteers and the plunder bund 
in the Chicago Association of Commerce, 
iut the remarks will find but little sym-' 
pathy with the -submerged classes who 
have to pay for militaristic burdens and 
for the misery of war. 


in conclusion says: "I opposeVthe Klan..for the 
same reason that 1 oppose the Black Hand.

nations, protection for and happiness in the 
homes of our people; love, real brotherhood, 
with and manhood among ourselves, .and \i\ 
erty, justice and fraternity among all mankind; 
and believing we can best accomplish those 
noble purposes through the channel'of a high 
class mystic, social, patriotic, benevolent asso- 
ciation, having a perfected lodge system,- with 
an exalted ritualistic form of work and effec- 
tive form of government, not for selfish profit 
but for the mutual betterment, benefits arid 
protection of all our oathbound associates, their 
welfare physically, socially, morally.and. voca- 
tionally, and their loved ones, do proclaim to 
the whole world that we are. dedicated to the
